POETIC JUSTICE, 


John C. Calhonn's Grandson and the 


• Colored People,,,, 


There is a pleasant sort of poetic justice in 


tlie fact that a grandson and namesake of John 
C. CaJhonn has led of in a movement for im- 
proving the condition of tho southern negroes 
and bettering the labor system of that section 
under the new rule of freedom. Mr. Calhoun, 
who is a thoroughbred southern gentleman, 
bought a cotton plantation on tho Mississippi 
bottom lauds in Arkansas in 1870. "Determined 
to interest tho negro, to try to hiive him stick 
steadily to the same land year after year, ho 
adopted an enlightened policy," writes tho cor- 
respondent of The Sun. "Ha sold goods to his 
own hands at a fail- profit only. Ho strove to 
confine their purchases to the necessities of 
life. He talked to hia hands, e\plaicmg the 
conditions of life and ths habits essential to 
success." Under this policy, the negroes have 
pioupored and 
tho planter 
ban 
made 


money. Tho 
land under cultivation has 


increased 
from 
200 
to 
l.WXJ 
acro». 


Tho 
negioes' 
houses 
aro 
clean 
and 


comfortable, surrounded by well-kept gardens 
and fenced 
Tho fields aro well tilled and tully 


piotected by fences. All tho improvements 
havo beon paid for out of the profits. Mr. 
Calhonn employs 1,70U hands, and no "run- 
1101" for other plantations can entice one of 
thorn aiv ay. The secret of this is that "every 
oaigaiu mada with a negro is religiously livod 
np to. Every inducement is held out to them 
to woik with their hearts backing their hands, 
.uaiid is rented to tho men for cotton rent, aa 
the negro takes more interest m tho crop if ho 
is to have a portion of it" Many of the 
tenants hire large tracts, sixty, seventy, or 
eighty acios, and, owning mules enough to cul- 
tivate tho land, biro other negroes by tho 
month. The "shiftless, drunken, gambling, 
la^y niggors" have found out that on the Cal- 
houn plantations they can earn a good living, 
ea\o money, and accumulate property, while 
tho planter never suffers loss for ivnnt of 
timely help. And the happy result is duo sim- 
ply to the policy of fair play—treating tho 
negroes like human beings, and giving thorn a 
ohance to better their condition. Tho scheme 
has worked ,ao ivoll that Mi. Calhoun has 
formed a company to buy other plantations 
and extend its operations. The correspondent 
behoves that "the grandson of iho original 
secessionist has solved the problem how to ad- 
vance the material prosperity of the negroes 
of the southern states, and through that pioa- 
pei ity, to educate aud olovate them into voters 
of lair intelligence,"

Their singing ot tho church servico is 
conducted in a w hispoi ed monotone. Such ac- 
ceptance of tho von < of poverty, chastity and 
obudianco has proved vo^nnca too severe lor 
tho constitution of tho Indies, and wcvoral of 
them have died. Otheisaio at the point of 
doath, yet the ladv snponor and tlio nuns 
themselves steadily roinse tr> make any change 
in their method of "living, declaring that all is 
in God's hands.

The occasion of the 
great outpouring of the people—many of 
whom have come here from a great dis- 
;ance—is the all-day jubilee over the con- 
•ersiou of 2,000 sonle, under the direction 
'f Eev. Thos. Harrison, the " boy preach- 
er" evangelist, who commenced his truly 
emarkable labors here on the evening of 
November 30th, of last year, and has con- 
itmed his successful woilc through the 
old and storms of the past winter, there 
jemg no signs of decieasmg interest or 
essening of the attendance. At each of the 
hree services held eve'y clay (Saturdays 
xcepted) during the five months, the at- 
endancp of converts and serious ones has 
ieen such as to fill the large congrega- 
iou rooms of the First M. E. Church, the 
argeet house of worship in the city, 
lev.

force ilself. 
Not, as far as we know, 


has any atom ever been added to the 
universe, if we except those small occa- 
sional masses called meteorites or, vul- 
garly, thunderbolts, the origin of which 
has not been clearly made out; the gen- 
erally received opinion being, however, 
that such of these bodies as are not 
formed by electric fusion of the soil 
where th«y are discovered—as many no 
doubt are, come from our own volca- 
noes. It follows, then, that the earth 
was established with a fixed amount o) 
inherent force in it, and that this amount 
has never changed since the creation. 
It may differ considerably in the man- 
ner or intensity of its indication; wit- 
ness the oft quoted example of the con- 
version of iron into rust—that is, the 
union of its particles with oxygen under 
certain conditions, forming an oxide. 
This may be effected rapidly by burning 
iron wire or filings in oxygen gas, 
dur- 


ing which intense heat is evolved; or it 
may be submitted to the slower com- 
bination which takes place when it rusts 
from exposure to the air, but in either 
case exactly the same amount of force- 
lie it—is developed. 
In the former it ia 


evident; in Ihr-latter the process is so 
slow aini t;r.idiial that the increase of 
tempo"alure is not appreciable.—Alltlie 
i'car Hound.
